The lowest price pel- 
pound that cheese has reached In 
New York since 1910 was in May

"Washington.—Memorials, to Warrc'n G. 'Hard- 


Ing, twenty-ninth president ol' the United States, 
are being projected by a group of his, admirers, 
according to an announcement made by l^resident 
Coolidge. It is planned to place a Harding Statue 
in the former president's home .town, and it is 
expected, also, that a memorial o£ different type 
will-be erected at the National Capital.

The announcement invites attention to a- re- 


markable growth 'In tlie fashion 
of 
^erecting 


statues and memorials to great Americans; 
In 


tho last ten yoars there has been a notable in- 
crease, in the raising of graceful statues-or state- 
ly edifices to perpetuate the fame oC men who1 
have performed great public services. 


An interesting contrast in the type and. size 


of memorials today and a half century ago, is 
furnished in; Washington. 'Not long after the 
civil .war, a-conflict of magnitude and great sig- 
nificance, a Peace Monument, was erected-at the 
western edge of the- capitol grounds. It was re- 
garded at the time as a splendid,memorial. To- 
day this monument seems' ol 'comparatively in- 
gignlficant proportions. 
It-is a column wjtli. a 


few figures grouped r^bout Its base and 
is.'-so 


stnall that one would scarcely notice it in pass- 
ing were it not i'or its location. It may. be re- 
garded as an Interesting measure of the increase

It see'ms that once a nation starts the fashion

Constantine .tho dead 'population of Rome was 
greater than the living population. By this /he 
referred to the fact that by actual' coiint^ there 
were more statues of men • and -eo"ds' standing 
around Rome than there were living men, wo- 
men and ^children in the''city. 
The-government 


maintained a .special department the sole duty 
of which was lo care for the statues. . In those 
days it was the custom of a Roman .Emperor, 
during his lifetime, .to erect man.v., statues of 
himself. 'He also erected statues of his favorite 
pagan gods.

On the palazzo, before the Capitol .of Rome', 


stood a statue to represent ea.ch Roman province.

The' Christians destroyed chifly.. the statues^ of 
bronze and other metals, leaving or only defac-, 
ing the marble statues. The reason.for this was 
that the metal In the statues ,o£ bronze and such 
material could be beaten • ihto.'swords and. cast- 
•into cannon, .whereas the marble statues were 
not'useful for such purposes. . However, many 
a" memorial was broken up and the pieces' used 
as rnere building material for the walls of houses. 
The great Temple ot Venus' which the Emperor 
Hadrian had built on.the site of the Crucifixion 
was destroyed, by the Christian Emperor ^Con- 
stantino, who used the material-to''erect-a Chrls- 
'tian' church .on that holy spot.
